Mr. Clark has been devoting his entire thought and 
energy to this sale for several months and has had the 
idea of such a sale as Clgrk’s Holstein Classic in the back 
part of his mind for many years. It was not until last 
summer, however, that this idea began to take form.

breeder of quality stocks to market the surplus of his herd. 
He realized that these sales were a distinct detriment to 
the breeders of quality stock and that they were entitled to 
a better market for their cattle. He also realized that even 
though the purebred industry seemed to be temporarily in 
disfavor with the public and the financial interests, the 
, bankers in particular, that quality purebreds were bound 
to reassert themselves and that they would take their 
place in the country, because of the fact that after all is 
said and done, they are the only real source of dairy cattle 
improvement and the source of the good grades which 
have become so popular during the past few years. 

He further saw in this picture the pessimistic attitude 
of a great many breeders throughout the country, a result 
of the unfavorable markets provided for selling their stock 
and the underserved attitude which the public seemed to 
place on the purebred industry in general. Mr. Clark has 
faith however, in purebreds of the right type and he be- 
lieves that there is a better way of marketing such cattle 
than the way the industry had adopted during the past 
five or six years. 

In the other picture he conceived a new idea, one which 
would eliminate practically all of the bad features which 
had crept into the average sale, one which would not only 
provide a suitable market for high class stock, but one 
which would also restore confidence in the minds of the 
buying public. 

He further says in picture No. 2, that by assembling 
500 head of personally selected animals of the highest 
quality from the leading breeding institutions throughout 
the country, that such a volume of business would enable 
him to give such a sale national and international publicity 
and would also enable him to spend the necessary money 
to assure the buying public that nothing but the highest 
quality of animals would be sold in this sale. Mr. Clark 
believed that if the public could be shown that a sincere 


effort had been made to personally inspect every animal 
for such a sale by one of three competent judges that 
they would feel it worth their while to travel from all 
quarters of the country to attend a sale of such character, 
and that a genuine service would be rendered not only to 
the breeders of high class cattle but to the buying public 
as well. 

After these two pictures had been surveyed from every 
possible angle, Mr. Clark finally came to the decision that 
he would finance the undertaking. This decision was 
reached in the early fall. The next step was to secure 
two co-workers to help him in this gigantic undertaking. 
He selected Mr. J. D. McDonald of West Salem, a 
breeder of Holstein cattle, a show man who has 
been’ a consistent winner at many of the leading 
shows throughout. the country, and a man who is 
as good a practical judge of dairy cattle as can 
be found in the country. Mr. Clark also selected James 
R. Garver, manager of the Wisconsin Live Stock Adver- 
tising Company to handle the publicity, correspondenee, 
and office detail connected with this sale. After these 
men had been selected, a definite program was outlined 
and all three men got to work to accomplish this task. 

When the sale was mentioned to breeders at first\ 
many of them agreed that it would be a fine undertaking 
but showed that they were quite skeptical of anyone being 
able to assemble 500 head of the kind of cattle which 
would qualify for such a sale. However, after the pro- 
gram had been launched several weeks and news began 
to be circulated throughout various sections of the 
country that certain noted animals had been consigned 
to this sale, breeders generally began to sit up and take 
notice that a real honest-to-goodness effort was being 
made to really put on an epoch-making sale.

It is often difficult to measure accurately 
the results that are secured through breeders’ organiza- 
tions or to recognize the accomplishment of some of their 
objectives and for these reasons they often fail to receive 
the whole-hearted support that may be accorded some of 
the other interests among farmers. 

In our everyday life we think of the industrial organi- 
gations among the capitalistic interest and in labor. Capi- 
tal has organized concurrently with its concentration in 
industrial centers. This concentration has not taken place 
Yn_ agriculture. 

Through the amalgamation of those moneyed interests 
there have been devised methods of establishing credit, se- 
curing satisfactcry legislation, advertising, buying, selling 
and distributing. In these fields much has been accom- 
plished that would have been impossible had individual 
effort alone been the reliance. We have our national or- 
ganizations among manufacturers of nearly all commodi- 
ties we use from tooth brushes to furnaces. These or- 
ganizations are obviously of service in their field or they 
would be abolished. 

Greater Results Secured Through Organization 

Equally satisfactory results have been secured through 
the organization of labor. The individual laborer was 
helpless in negotiating with capital. His organization, 
however, wields an influence of material benefit to him 
and his status in life occupies a much higher plane than 
would have been the case otherwise. It must be realized 
that these successful industrial organizations are formed 
with certain definite objectives in view. Most of them 
have for their main object the selling of their particular 
product to the best advantage. Concerted effort can 
generally succeed in increasing the sale of most any 
commodity. Furthermore, a selling organization can 
measure its results readily and it receives support and it 
prospers to a degree directly dependent upon these 
measurable results. The almost universal success which 
has attended livestock shipping associations attest this 
fact. Their sole “object is to sell livestock and during 1924 
they did 235 milions of dollars worth of business in the 
United States. A similar situation exists in regard to 
cooperative creameries. Selling is not their sole objec- 
tive—buying cream is of vast significance as is also pro- 
duction—but the fact that the creamery sells butter gives 
it a tangible duty to perform and the results it secures in 
this direction attract interest and support. 


Duties Not So Concrete With Farmers Organizations 


With most farmers’ organizations however, the duties 
are not so concrete as in the case of the cooperative 
creamery or the shipping association. Consequently, 
support is not so readily accorded them and more effort is 
necessary to maintain the proper spirit and enthusiasm 
among the members. These associations are just as effec- 
tive and valuable however, as the selling organizations and 
they deserve support. 

Farmers are not given to cooperative effort. This is a 
natural result of their situation. They are not specialists 
in any one line as are the individual members of industrial 
organizations. They are at once capitalists and laborers. 
They buy and produce and sell. They market their labor 
and their products. Their products are varied. If a giv n 
group of farmers produced nothing but corn they could 
have their organization for the purchase or sale and test- 
ing of seed corn, for the wholesale purchase of their 
machinery used in corn production and they could im- 
prove their corn marketing efficiency. In short, they 
could give their entire attention and support to their or- 
ganization. Such a situation is impossible however, for 
farmers grow other crops, also; they raise some hogs, 
some cattle, sell a little milk and some poultry. Obviously 
they can not be expected to direct their greatest energies 
in any one line. Furthermore, the farm is closely inter- 
linked with the family and the home life, giving a still 
greater complexity to the situation. From the standpoint 
of their ultimate welfare such diversifications may be de- 


sirable but from the standpoint of the welfare of farmers’ 
organizations in general it is a pronounced difficulty. 


Farm Population Individualistic . 

Other factors than diversity of interest militate against 
the greatest success for farmers’ organizations. Farmers 
are naturally individualistic. Their work is generally 
solitary and their only association the family. The farmer 
has been bred to self-reliance; he is reluctant to delegate 
any part of his authority to others; he has had no ex- 
perience in dealing with complicated economic problems 
Furthermore, he feels that he is being constantly exploited 
by those to whom he sells and from whom he buys until 
he forms a suspicion against those with whom he has 
business dealings. This suspicion even against neighbors 
is too often allowed to develop until it breeds jealousy 
and hatred and often disrupts entire rural communities. 

Now we have suggested some of the difficulties which 
farmers’ organizations encounter. Some of the difficul- 
ties, such as diversification, are real, others, such as the 
innate suspicion on the part of some men, are fancied and 
generally absurd. The latter class of fancied evils are the 
ones which are usually instrumental in preventing and 
destroying agricultural organization. None of the difficul- 
ties is insurmountable and their solution lies entirely in 
the hands of the farmer, himself. 


Every farmer knows that organization has been the 
agency responsible for the improvements wrought by in- 
dustry. He has seen labor ascend to unthought-of heights 
through organization and he surely has sufficient intelli- 
gence for him to realize that organized effort is necessary 
on his part if he is to secure a full measure of success. 


Breeders’ Organizations Have Unlimited Possibilities 


Organizations among breeders have possibilities that 
are unlimited. Yet such organizations are often left to 
starve, wither and die. Sometimes before they entirely ex- 
pire a new secretary with unbounded enthusiasm is se- 
cured and he may be able to resuscitate them. Upon his 
selection as secretary he entertains great hope while 90 
per cent of the members entertain nothing but skepticism 
and forebodings. Their efforts are largely consumed in 
describing other methods which should have been fol- 
lowed and they look forward greedily to the time when 
they hope that “I told you so,” may be in order. 

In the meantime the secretary administers the wants of 
the association. He often has to give the outfit a complete 
overhauling. This requires ability of a marked degree. 
The natural tendency is to retain old parts as far as pos- 
sible. If there is yet service in an old part without too 
much danger of another breakdown and a subsequent over- 
hauling it can be used. One gear going to pieces, how- 
ever, often tears up the rest of the machinery. It is often 
dangerous to throw the used parts away. They may bob 
up anywhere and cause untold trouble, slow-leaks and 


blow-outs. But the secretary proceeds to the job and 
finally the old and new parts are assembled and ready to 
start. The secretary worries about the engine and can 


not always see everything in the road. The members 
“riding” with him do not expect to reach the destination 
anyway for they have tried the same trip before so they 
let him attend to things. They are busy telling of the 
other accidents and assigning responsibility for them so 
when the tire goes flat their expressed judgment is vindi- 
cated and the secretary does the patching. 

The speed and total mileage recorded depend upon the 
endurance of the chauffeur and the size of the load. If 
he has been over a similar road before he expects trouble 
and makes the necessary repairs and changes. If he is 
sufficiently hardened and does not let difficulties bother 
him he can kick off part of the load and finish the trip. 
If he has any conscience or self-respect, however, he often 
yields to the desire to be done with it so he quits the 
wheel, for better driving, and lets the load set. It serves 
as another job for the junk heap or the “used” market. 
Any venture that ends in failure is a deterrent for further 
effort along the same line. A defunct breeders’ associa-

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CATTLE—The number of milk cows and heifers two 
years old and over, including beef cows milked as well as 
cows of the dairy type, declined about 1 per cent during 
1925, or from 22,523,000 on January 1, 1925, to 22,290,000 
on January 1, 1926. ‘ Heifers between one and two years of 
age to be kept for milk cows during the same period de- 
clined about 9 per cent, or from 4,234,000 to 3,861,000. 
This reduction in heifers is probably due to the unsatisfac- 
tory prices for milk and dairy products which prevailed 
during the spring of 1924. The ratio of milk heifers to 
milk cows was 18.8 per cent on January 1, 1925, and 17.3 
per cent on January 1, 1926. Commercial calf slaughter 
in 1924 was by far the heaviest up to that time, but calf 
slaughter in 1925 exceeded 1924 by about 7 per cent. The 
number of all cattle declined from 62,150,000 in 1925 to 
59,829,000 in 1926. 

HORSES—The number of horses on farms continues to 
deeline rapidly although there is some indication that the 
decline in birth rate of colts may have stopped, at least in 
some areas. The ratio of colts under 2 years of age to all 
horses declined from 12.8 per cent on January 1, 1920, to 
7.2 per cent at the same date in 1925. The present ratio 
apparently is about the same as a year ago or slightly 
larger. It is estimated that the number of horses and colts 
on farms declined from 16,554,000 in 1924 to 15,778,000 in 
1926, or nearly 5 per cent. The average value of horses

MULES—Mules slightly increased from 5,758,000 in 
1925 to 5,780,000 in 1926, but in the north there was slight 
decline. The average price per head increased in the

SHEEP—The number of sheep increased 3.4 per cent 
during 1925, from 39,390,000 head to 40,748,000 head. They 
were the only species of meat animals that increased ip 
number during 1925. In spite of the increase, prices jn. 
creased from $9.63 to $10.50 a head and the total value 
increased from $379,302,000 to $427,647,000. 

SWINE—Compared with a year ago, the total swine in 
the United States decreased 8.2 per cent, from 55,769,000 
to 51,223,000, but the total value of swine increased from 
$690,328,000 to $779,348,000. This increase in value was 
due to an increase in the average value per head from 
$12.38 to $15.21. The value per head increased both be- 
cause of the increased price per hundred pounds and also 
because of the greater average weight of hogs, mature 
hogs being a larger proportion in the total than at the 
same time last year. 

VALUE—The total value of horses, mules, cattle, sheep 
and swine on farms on January 1, 1926, was $5,001,297,000, 
an increase of $316,276,000 since January 1, 1925, or 6.8 per 
cent. On the first of this year the value of horses was 
$1,026,905,000, mules $469,887,000, all cattle $2,297,510,000, 
sheep $427,647,000, and swine $779,348,000.

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Quality Essential 


UCCESSFUL animal husbandry is more than a science 

—it is an art—a business—a hobby and an obsession 

all rolled into one. Not every owner of a purebred 
animal is fitted for the task of producing what ought to 
be regarded as seed stock. Too many who are engaged in 
breeding purebred animals merely think they are breed- 
ers, in the true sense. They disregard most of the funda- 
mental rules of the game and go blindly ahead trying to 
make “bricks without straw.” 

Probably the most quoted axiom of the breeder is that 
“like produces like or the likeness of an ancestor.” And 
yet in countless purebred herds, we find many animals 
that no practical dairyman could afford to have around, 
kept as breeding stock merely because they have the 
“papers.” Perhaps they are related to something good— 
and they may even under some circumstances produce off- 
spring good in themselves, but we must remember that 
their type and characteristics may crop out in later gen- 
erations to: the great disappointment of their owners. 
Real sound breed progress can come only through rigid 
selection and the elimination of the msfits. Develop the 
aristocracy of the breed as far as we may, it is the av- 
erage that counts, and no one force is retarding and hold- 
ing back progress as much as is the “scrub” purebred. 
She is the “horrible example” that influences Bill Jones’ 
decision to keep on using “Old Brindle’s” son. She is 
the real reason why only 3 per cent of the cattle of this 
country are purebred of any breed—too many people 
have seen her and say “none for mine.” 

The history of our breeding successes in this country 
is a story of building on a quality foundation. Go back 
to our early importers. There were many of them, but 
the only ones whose names are generally familiar today 
are those who insisted on quality in the animals selected. 
We remember Gerrit Miller for Empress, Ondine, Echo, 
Johanna, Billy Boelyn, and other family founders brought 
over by him. When we think of Smiths & Powell, we 
think also of Netherland Prince, Clothilde, Aaggie, Artis, 


ete. The name of F. C. Stevens immediately suggests

Prince, as the epitome of all the virtues of the breed, and 
King Segis, as the essence of that greatness. No breeder 
ever selected his entire foundation herd with greater care 
and study than did Harvey Moyer in building Moyerdale.

We purposely Omitted 
the names of another class of breeders, outstanding in, 
their achievements, who have depended perhaps to a 
greater degree upon outstanding sires, and with a smaller 
initial investment in foundation females. Their achieve- 
ments demonstrate interestingly the possibilities in this 
method of herd building. Hargrove & Arnold Selected 
foundation cows of good useful type—none of them ex- 
pensive and all undeveloped. They brought out the pos- 
sibilities of these cows through development—uncovered 
some outstanding ones, and by mating with their herd sire 
King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, and his sons have built up 
a reputation for their herd unexcelled today. By their 
achievements they have earned fairly the position they 
occupy. Beaver Dam, after using good bulls on ordinary 
cows for a few generations, finally took their place with 
the leaders through the merits of Ormsby Korndyke Lad. 
Sir Veeman Hengerveld proved the starting point for the 
great record of achievement ‘set up by W. D. Robens.

While his 
herd took its foremost place as a direct result of the work 
ot the daughters of “37th,” the story doesn’t begin or end 
there. Students of the Erickson herd assert that the 
foundation for its later achievements was laid by the old 
herd sire, Sir Piebe Aaggie Hengerveld, whose daugh- 
ters largely made up the group of ten cows which won the 
Wisconsin Dairy Cow Competition in 1907. Other herd 
sires contributing were Sir Johanna Bonheur Fayne and 
Johanna De Colantha Champion, whose names tell their 
breeding. In short, Sir P. O. M. 37th, through the work 
of those earlier sires, had some real help from the females 
with which he was mated in bringing about the wonders 
his daughters worked. 

The point we are trying to make is that successful 
breeding is a life-time job. The breeder must know the 
material he has to work with—he must expect disappoint- 
ments and never “fool” himself regarding them—he must 
cull and sort and weed relentlessly—and above all he must 
realize that unless quality is bred in he cannot produce it 
in later generations. It is the growing realization of 
these facts that explains the much improved and con- 
stantly improving market demand for the tops, while the 
inferior purebreds go begging. That we believe will be 
the trend of the market for some time—less and less for 
the poor ones and more and more for the good ones. That 
is as it should be. A more discriminating market will 
force the adoption of breed improvement methods that 
never would have been possible when the “papers” seemed 
to mean more than the cow that went with them. 


A Colossal Undertaking 


HE eyes of the Holstein fraternity will be turned to 
T ward Wisconsin during the first week in April. In 
that state during four days of that week a measul- 

ing stick will be applied to determine what the real prog: 
ress of the industry has been back toward a_ normal, 
healthy demand for breeding stock of the highest quality. 
The breeders who are producing this class of cattle 
have shown their confidence in the fundamental sound 
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ness of such a market by contributing of their finest and 
most desirable animals on a scale never before approached 
in a single auction sale event. Five hundred head of such 
quality in four days of selling has never before been at- 
tempted in our industry. : 

What will the result be? Will the market absorb such 
an extensive offering of top quality at satisfactory prices? 
How that question is answered is of vital importance to 
the entire industry. If the prices are satisfactory and 
the sale can be set down as a definite success, it can- 
not fail to put new heart into the whole industry and 
definitely stimulate the demand for quality breeding stock 
at a more satisfactory range of prices than has been 
prevailing for some time past. It will be a conclusive 
answer to the doubters and skeptics and will raise the 
morale of everyone connected with the industry. That, 
in itself, is a factor in breed progress that cannot be 
over estimated. ; 

On the other hand, if the market fails to absorb the 
offerings in a satisfactory way, the effect upon the in- 
dustry will be just the reverse. It will have an undoubted 
effect upon the public mind one way or the other be- 
cause of the known quality of the offering, the standing 
of the consignors and the nation-wide publicity which 
the sale has been given. : 

Doubts have been expressed as to the wisdom of ask- 
ing the market to absorb such a large dose of high qual- 
ity animals at a single vendue. Mr. Clark argues that by 
providing a wider choice for the public, proportionately 
greater buying support will be manifested and that econ- 
omies can be effected for both seller and buyer. 

- Certainly the sale is attracting widespread interest 
throughout the industry. Advance: indications seem to 
assure a very large attendance of interested breeders. 
The consignors certainly have done their part in the 
matter of providing the cream of the breed for the other 
fellow to set his price on. The sale management is leav- 
ing nothing undone in carrying out its part of the con- 
tract. Whether the page of history to be written on 
April 6-7-8 and 9 shall be cheerful or otherwise is squarely 
up to the buying public. There is material here suffi- 
cient to provide a quality foundation for many herds that 
need just such an infusion in order to get out of the 
rut and move forward with the breed. 


Our Cattle Population 


TATISTICS are usually uninteresting, but we feel 
S there is special significance in the estimates of the 

Bureau of Agricultural Economics at Washington re- 
garding the trends in the number and value of dairy cattle 
on the farms of this country. These figures appear on 
another page of this issue. To us it is significant to note 
the large decrease in most states in the number of year- 
ling heifers being kept for milk cows. Comparing the 
estimated numbers on January 1, 1926 with the figures 
of one year previous, we find a decrease of about 9 per 
cent for heifers of this age. In cows of milking age for 
this period the decrease was about one per cent. These 
figures bear out the observation generally made that dairy- 
men are raising fewer heifer calves than formerly. 

It is not our purpose here to go into the causes of 
this condition but rather to call attention to the fact that 
this trend along with the constantly increasing use and 
demand for dairy products is almost certain to result 
not only in better prices for dairy products but also for 
the animals that produce them. As a matter of fact, the 
estimates given show that the decreased number of cattle 
have a ten per cent higher valuation than was the case 
for the larger numbers a year earlier. 








HE Wisconsin Manufacturers’ Association has ar- 
T ranged to enclose in the payroll envelopes of indi- 

vidual members a small pamphlet once each month 
on the subject of greater consumption of dairy products. 
The subject matter of the pamphlets will be changed with 
each new issue. Some will advocate the drinking of milk 
and others will boost dairy products. The Manufacturers’ 
Association is also having the milk distributor return to 
the dairymen with their milk checks an appeal to furnish 
the best milk that the dairymen can supply—in this way 
linking up a greater consumption with a more clean prod- 
uct. Material for the pamphlets was arranged by J. P. 
Riordan, well known Holstein breeder of Wisconsin, who 
is the agricultural representative of the Wisconsin Manu- 
facturers’ Association. We have no information as to 
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how many of these pamphlets will be sent out each month 
in Wisconsin but the initial pamphlet tells us the story 
of one plant alone in Milwaukee whose employees drink 
400,000 quarts of milk per year. As practically all the 
larger manufacturers in the state are interested in the 
proposition the appeal will be of wide value. 





TESTING YEAR DRAWING TO A CLOSE 


The testing year 1925-26 ends March 3lst, and it is de- 
sirable that the monthly milk reports should be sent in 
for all cows closing yearly records before April ist as 
soon as possible after the close of the test. Also, owners 
should make an effort to get in all the data for cows in 
10-months’ test that may freshen prior to April ‘st, as the 
freshening of any cow is the real close of the 10-months’ 
test. The regular reporting of credits will be somewhat 
interfered with during the months of March and April, 
because of the effort made in this office to close tests so 
as to include these tests in volume 37 of the Blue Book. 
Such owners as are for any reason tardy in the making 
of monthly milk reports should see to it that everything 
is up to date before the close of the month of March, so 
as to favor the work of the Advanced Registry office.

steins. I am a member of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica from which I received a fine cer- 
tificate, a button and a picture of a 
true type Holstein cow.

During the past year I have had a 
great deal of work to do; caring for 
my stock and poultry, helping my 
father and mother, and taking the 
Commercial course at school.

In June I purchased Summit Rox- 
land Parthenea, No. 972720, at an auc- 
tion at the Eastern States Exposition 
of the Summit Lumber Co., of David- 
son, Maine. Her sire is Iowana Aag- 
gie Sir Fayne and her dam is K. W.

At the North- 
ampton Fair I exhibited three and re- 
ceived $20, and a gallon can of Fly 
Killer. At the Belchertown Fair I 
received $9.00. It cost me $40 for 
transportation so my prize money was 
very acceptable. 

I raised one-half acre of soy beans 
and harvested about one ton of soy 
bean hay. This winter I expect to 
run a test on “Eleanor” to show the 
value of soy bean hay for milk pro- 
duction. I saw a moving picture dem- 
onstration of soy beans, which was 
very interesting. They can be raised 
with clover, oats,- corn, ete. After 
planting, a rotary hoe, spike tooth 
harrow and a weeder must be used 
many times, at frequent intervals, to 
prevent the weeds from growing. My 
father did not harrow my _ piece

enough so I had to weed part of it 
I am going to put the blinders on Dad 
next year instead of on the horse as 
Mr. Payne suggested in his letter. 

My father has joined the Cow 
Testing Association and once a month 
the tester comes around and weighs 
each cow’s feed and milk. Then he 
takes samples of milk, night and 
morning, and tests it. I think it is a 
very good thing, for then, we can 
tell which cows are paying and which 
ones are not, as our milk is sold by 
weight and test now. 

Last September, officers were elect- 
ed for the Hampshire County Dairy 
Club. Dennett Howe, president; Os. 
borne West, vice-president and I was 
elected secretary. 

I hope our club has many good 
meetings so we Can see each other’s 
stock and get better acquainted.

FEBRUARY $2.31 


League farmers will receive pay- 
ments for their February milk on the 
basis of a net pool price of $2.31 per 
100 pounds of 3 per cent milk at the 
base zone of 200 miles from New 
York City. This is 1 cent higher than 
February a year ago and 49 cents 
above the February price two years 
ago. <A deduction of 10 cents for 
certificates of indebtedness makes the 
base cash distribution $2.21 These 
figures were announced in a state- 
ment issued from the League Office in 
New York City this week. 

The regular monthly financial state- 
ment to pool members shows gross 
sales for the month of February milk 
and milk products amounted to $5,178,- 
668.11. This is about $150,000 more 
than the gross sales for the month of 
January. Sales of fluid milk and milk 
products through the Association’s 
own plants amounted to $2,183,587.07.

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Popularizing A. R. Tests 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
Regarding improvements for ad- 
vanced registry conditions I want to 
say that I am firmly convinced that 
the advanced registry work in the 
Holstein-Friesian Association is con- 
ducted carefully and efficiently. This 
line of work is of inestimable value 
to the standing and progress of the 
breed and should not be neglected. 


I believe, however, that it is pos- 
sible to make advanced registry tests 
of even greater value if we can stimu- 
late interest in them and get more 
breeders and farmers to use them. 
The big question, I believe, is, “How 

i is it possible to popularize A. R. 
tests?” I am writing to give you my 
ideas on this point principally. 

The biggest step that can be taken 
to popularize advanced registry test- 
ing is that of making it possible for 
the breeder, the dairyman and the 

i farmer to test cows that are only 
milked twice daily without these cows 
being compelled to qualify under such 
heavy production requirements as are 
cows that are milked 3 and 4 times 
daily. I am firmly convinced that the 
number of cows on A. R. test would 
increase greatly if it were not for 
the nuisance of milking three times 
daily. This is a tremendous bother 
and expense. Just consider how awk- 
wardly a program of three milkings, 
eight hours apart, fits into the day and 
you see the matter from the farmer’s 
side. It seems to me that more peo- 
ple fight shy of A. R. testing because 
‘of this reason than for all other rea- 
-30ns combined. Of course, we all know 
that anyone can milk a cow only 
twice daily and qualify her (if she 
is a good one) in the advanced reg- 
istry but most farmers hesitate to 
try a cow for A. R. unless on a three- 
milkings basis. And the present A. R. 
requirements are probably designed 
more to fit cows that are milked three 
or four times daily than those milked 
only two times. Now, inasmuch as 
the A. R. tests are meant primarily to 
serve as tests and proofs of “worth” 
in dairy cattle, it would not be de- 
feating their purpose if cows that are 
milked twice daily were given a lower 
standard of qualification to meet in 
their tests than are cows that are 
milked three times daily and than 
cows milked four times daily. Such 
a cow, milked only twice daily should 
not have to meet as high classifica- 
tion requirements as she would if 
she had been qualified under the three 
or four milkings requirement. 

While I think that such a step to 
stimulate two milkings A. R. tests is 
important I also believe that it would 
be possible to popularize all A. R. 
tests still more by reducing the cost 
of supervision. To do this it might 
be advisable for the supervising in- 
stitution to get some trusted person 
living near the place of testing to 
supervise—let us say—two out of 
every three months official two-day 
tests. The third month in every quar- 
ter year to be supervised by a rep- 
resentative sent direct from the in- 
stitution. Of course such a rule might 
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be objected to as being less accurate 
and less free from mistakes than if 
the supervisor were sent from the su- 
pervising institution direct each 
month. But with one month out of 
three for a check 1 believe that the 
results would be quite reliable and 
the saving in railway fare would be 
considerable in most cases. 

It might be well to lay more stress 
on the importance of the 10-months’ 
A. R. tests rather than on the 365- 
day tests. This shorter time is a 
more natural test period because the 
practical dairyman who must meet a 
fairly steady year-round whole milk 
demand usually finds it advantageous 
to have his cows freshen at about the 
same time each year. Thus the 10- 
month test meets this need with two 
months’ allowance for a needed rest 
for the cow prior to freshening. In 
line with this idea of making the A. R. 
tests meet practical conditions I be- 
lieve that too much importance can- 
not be laid for the cows on test pro- 
ducing healthy calves within a rea- 
sonably short time after the test is 
finished. I realize that these two 
points (the importance of the 10- 
months test and of a healthy calf) are 
being emphasized but I believe that 
it is hard to give too much attention 
to these. 

In line with this point of “prac- 
ticality” I think that the suggestions 
made above about the two milkings a 
day tests are practical in the truest 
sense of the word. Of course, my sug- 
gestions regarding the  twice-a-day 
milking requirements should not be 
construed as meaning that J am in fa- 
vor of discarding tests made with 
more frequent milkings. I only favor 
placing each in a separate class as 
regards the requirements. It is very 
desirable for the very highest produc- 
ing cows to be milked in the three or 
four milkings daily classes. 

The advancement that the breed 
makes depends to no small extent on 
the reliability of the information ob- 
tainable concerning the breeding indi- 
viduals. This is best obtained through 
advanced registry tests. Hence, the 
larger the percentage of purebred 
cows that are A. R. tested the surer 
will be our breeding operations for 
improvement. Some may say that 
A. R. testing should not be popular- 
ized; it is hardly worth while to try 
to answer such a claim. I believe 
that we can get farmers and club boys 
interested in A. R. testing, as well as 
dairymen and _ breeders, by putting 
twice-a-day milking on an equal level 
with more frequent milkings.

test, I shouldn’t give any value to the 
7-day test. 

I believe that the disappointments 
caused by beginners buying high 
priced animals from 30-lb. dams is 
responsible for the Holstein cows pe. 
in in disrepute today. Picture a be. 
ginner buying a 30-ib. bred animal 
that had a 6 per cent test giving less 
milk in the 7-day test than ought to 
be expected of a grade cow. on twice. 
a-day milking, or how about his feel- 
ings if he buys a 4 per cent animal 
only to find later that her test is 
barely over 2 per cent. 


It does no good to say that he 
should take other factors into con- 
sideration. As long as the officials 


of the Association and our breed pa- 
pers hold up the big 7-day record as 
the ideal, beginners will be misled. 
What we need is herd improvement 
and proner credit given to cows that 
will give 10,000 lbs. of 3.5 per cent 
milk in dairy work.

As I 

was the above-mentioned “prophet” 

(1 myself make no such claim), I wish 

to correct a (to them) very apparent 

misrepresentation. They state that 
they had at hand the annual report 

of the Cumberland County C. T. A., 

and further add that my name did 

not appear in the list of members 

whose herds averaged more than 300 

lbs. of fat for the year. I wish to 

state that our herd was not entered 
in the C. T. A. last year, and, of 
course, had no reason to appear. As 
they knew beforehand that we were 
not entered, I think it is quite appar- 
ent that they have deliberately tried to 
give the impression that our herd was 
not able to make a 300-lb. fat aver- 
age for the C. T. A. year. We con- 
sider their misrepresentation an insult 
to our cows in particular and the 
breed in general. Any purebred herd 
that does not average more than 300 
lbs. of fat in a year does not deserve 
the name of “Holstein.” We asked 
them to correct the false impression 
made in their editorial. This they 
have refused to do, although we sup- 
plied them with the necessary figures. 

We are this year entered in the 
Cumberland County C. T. A., and in 
five months on test, our herd shows 
the following average: Milk, 7,502.5 
lbs., fat, 261.7 lbs. We hope to pass 
a 300-lb. fat average in six months. 

The foregoing incident is only an 
example of the methods employed at 
Harrisburg. We have previously stat- 
ed our views on the so-called “de- 
pression” in the Holstein industry. Is 
it not unfair to compare prices to- 
day with those at the peak of infla- 
tion? If depression is a fall from peak 
prices back to normal, we say “Long 
live depression.” One breeder asks 
how many $400 to $600 cows there 
are today. We know of some in other 
herds that cannot be bought at less 
than $400 today. Is that depression? 

We were much gratified to read in 
a recent issue of the World that Can- 
ada does not propose to be misled 
by the outlaw association. We are 
sorry to say that some U. S. breeders 
seem to have neglected to read both 
sides of this question, and have swal- 
lowed ...e outlaw bait, hook, line and 
sinker. 

At the meeting for testers and mem- 
bers of C. T. A. at Harrisburg during 
the recent Farm Products Show, the 
C. T. A. records were lauded as a 
practical way for a breeder to select 
his breeding matrons, which fact we 
ascribe to. However, the statement 
was made that when a C. T. A. mem- 
ber wishes to buy a sire he goes to 
some reputable breeder and _ selects 
a young bull from a cow with a 305- 
day or 365-day S. O. record instead 
of selecting one from a good C. T. A. 
cow. One of the testers immediately 
defended this course. Apparently, the 
A. R. S. O. has not lost its usefulness, 
in spite of the increased amount of 
C. T. A. work. Both have their place 
in the industry and both are becom- 
ing more important. 


We are watching with interest the 
progress of a system of selective reg- 
istration. We believe that now is the 
time to prepare for such a system 
by raising only good type calves and 
are trying to put our belief into prac- 
tice. It means that a heifer calf 
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must be vealed once in a while. After 
all, is it not for the good of the Hol- 
stein breed?

HOW OFTEN DO YOU MILk? 


Experiments at Missouri State Prove 
Advantage of Frequent Milking 


It has been widely observed that the 
greater the interval between milk. 
ings the less will be the percent of fat 
and the greater the amount of milk. 
Thus if cows are milked 11 and 13 
hours apart the milk produced after 
the 11-hour interval will usually con. 
tain the larger percentage of fat. The 
amount of milk, however, will be legs, 
An extremely interesting experiment 
was conducted at the Missouri station 
with the object of determining the ef. 
fect of the intervals between milkings 
on the rate of secretion and composi- 
tion of milk. The amount and com- 
position of milk produced by cows 
milked at various intervals was de- 
termined. It was found that milk se- 
cretion is very rapid immediately fol- 
lowing milking but at a constantly de- 
creasing rate as milk accumulates in 
the udder. The percent of fat is very 
high after the short interval, but grad- 
ually decreases as the time between 
milkings increases. This work ex- 
plains the advantage of frequent milk- 
ing. It would seem reasonable to ex- 
pect a slightly higher percent of fat 
and yield of milk when cows are milk- 
ed three or four time per day. This 
in fact is shown by the data indicating 
that when cows are milked three 
times per day at 8-hour intervals, they 
produced 10 per cent more milk, and 
cows milked four times per day at 6- 
hour intervals, 16 per cent more milk 
than cows milked twice per day. 


The effect of the frequency of milk- 
ing under practical herd conditions 
has been reported by Riford. There 
was a slight increase in milk flow 
when a herd of cows were changed 
from two to three milkings per day. 
Cows in the early stages of lactation 
showed the greater benefit. He be- 
lieves that the milk flow can be in- 
creased 10 per cent when cows are 
producing from 40 to 50 Ibs. of milk 
and up to 20 per cent when cows are 
producing about 60 lbs. by milking 
three times per day instead of twice. 

The United States dairy division 
compared the production of milk by 
milking two and three times daily and 
three and four times daily. There was 
an increase of 11.9 per cent in milk 
and 12.1 per cent increase in fat by the 
third milking. When cows were milk- 
ed four times the increase in milk 
yield was 6.6 per cent and fat yield 
5.8 per cent over the production when 
milked three times per day. It was 
found that the feeding and manage- 
ment of cows on offical test increase 
their production about 60 per cent as 
compatfed to average herd conditions. 


The actual difference in the produc- 
tion of milk due to the frequency of 
milking through the entire lactation 
period is shown in the record of the 
Holstein cow Arabia De Kol Mead 24d. 
As a six-year-old she produced 26,939 
Ibs. of milk on four- and three-time 
milking. At 7 years on two milkings 
per day, she produced 22,486 lbs. of 
milk, or 16.5 per cent less—C. W. 
Turner, Mo., in The Dairy Farm.

We have had two cow testing asso- 
ciations in our community during the 
past three years. The first one didn’t 
complete a year’s work. However, 
we were well satisfied with the re- 
sults as far as they were carried out. 

We have taken first place for either 
milk and fat production or both for 
five months. We led the previous as- 
sociation for the nine months for pro- 
duction of milk, fat and herd average. 
Our herd average will not be as high 
this year as about 75 per cent of our 
herd are first calf heifers. We weigh 
our milk throughout the year. The 
year of 1924 we milked nineteen head 
and the average production was 14,150 
Ibs. milk on twice-a-day milking. 

We are always glad to compare our 
herd production with our grade neigh- 
bors and when we have completed a 
vear’s work in C. T. A. work I will 
send you the final figures and some 
of them ought to be interesting. 

Our herd is accredited and we have 
had good demand for cattle during the 
past year at fair prices.

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Report of Secretary Bigler for Year 1925 


ceptionally busy one in the sec- 

retary’s office. Immediately 
after the annual meeting a series of 
county club meetings was conducted 
throughout the state and closer con- 
tact with the brecders in various 
sections was entered into. At these 
meetings a project of work for the 
coming year was discussed which em- 
braced preparing animals for county 
and state fairs, junior project work 
by assisting different calf clubs and 
tours of inspection and summer pic- 
nics that the breeders might become 
acquainted one with another. As the 
season advanced most of these pro- 
jects were carried out and your sec- 
retary was present at nearly every 
one. He attended a large number of 
sales throughout the state, both those 
conducted by public sales manage- 
ment and also the dispersion of pri- 
vate herds of members, trying to lend 
a word of encouragement to the Hol- 
stein industry and create better 
prices. The main thought at all times 
was to buy better animals, produce 
better milk and show the world that 
the Holstein milk was the food for 
all ages and classes of people. 


We have been in close touch with 
the National Extension Service and 
have taken an active part in legis- 
lative activities for the betterment of 
the breeders of the state. One bill 
we were instrumental in getting 
through the legislature was. that 
which increased the penalty for own- 
ers of bulls to allow them to rove 
into other herds and do untold dam- 
age. This bill was framed after a 
conference between Com. Pyrke and 
your secretary and_ successfully 
passed the legislature and signed by 
the Governor. A bill was also intro- 
duced into Albany by the insurgents 
which would cause all meetings of 
the National Association to be held 
in New York State. While we are not 
prejudiced against having these ac- 
tivities in New York State yet we felt 
this was done in a spirit of malicious- 
ness and other states who were real 
Holstein states should have the bene- 
fits of the National meetings as well 
as New York. Work along this line 
was done through different members 
of the Senate and Assembly and at 
the instance of Judge Kellogg, At- 
torney for the National Association, 
the result being that this bill never 
came out of the committee. 


We were called upon to _ furnish 
animals for the National sale at 
Grand Rapids and responded as best 
we could with the aid of our breed- 
ers and furnished some very credit- 
able cattle for this sale, the average 
of which was above $750 for the en- 
tire sale. We have been strong advo- 
cates of furnishing better animals 
for boys’ and girls’ calf clubs and as- 
sisting in the selection of animals 
for several clubs which proved their 
merit by going to county fairs in the 
fall and receiving creditable pre- 
miums. Your secretary visited two 
other states during the year, being 
invited to speak and responded in all 
cases making the Holstein the great 
dairy animal for better profit. Our 


"T'ce year 1925 has been an ex- 





visits to county clubs carriea us to 
some thirty of these clubs and some 
of them were visited two and three 
times during the year. A large amount 
of individual work was done in help- 
ing breeders making registrations and 
transfers and in settling sales dis- 
putes to avoid litigation and wrang- 
ling among Holstein breeders. This 
is coming to be more and more the 
work of the State Association to as- 
sist breeders in straightening out 
their records and getting them on 
their feet as real Holstein men. We 
have had to be rather bold in advo- 
cating higher price of milk, believing 
that the breeders are not getting the 
price for their milk as they should 
considering what the retail price is 
in large cities. We will not go into 
detail along this line as this should 
be taken up and threshed out in every 
county club in the state and I would 
recommend that if this was done Hol- 
stein milk would bring more money 
and Holstein cattle would receive an 
equal impetus in the seiling market. 
We have also advocated _ strongly 
against any legislation which would 
increase the standard of butterfat, be- 
lieving that 3 per cent is a just stand- 
ard and hold that if the dealers would 
pay more per pound for’ butterfat 
with butter selling the price it now 
sells for this point would soon ad- 
just itself. We have been free to ex- 
press our opinion that no congres- 
sional action on the storage for ex- 
port of farm products would benefit 
us as farmers who are dairymen. The 
effect would be to increase the price 
of our grains and in no way increase 
the price of milk. We therefore feel 
this would act detrimental to breeders 
of Holstein cattle. 

We have confined our advertising 
during the past year to sale advertis- 
ing. We feel New York State Asso- 
ciation should adopt a policy carrying 
in some one of the breed papers an 
advertisement of New York Hol- 
steins to keep them before the read- 
ing public. Other states are doing 
this with success and money along 
this line would be well expended. We 
publish the MHolstein-Friesian News 
quarterly and solicit from the differ- 
ent county clubs contributions as to 
happenings in their localities. We 
have received good support from some 
clubs and absolutely nothing from 
others. We recommend that the clubs 
take this up at their meetings and 
ask their secretary to become more 
active along this line. 

The finances of the Association dur- 
ing the past year have been very lim- 
ited but by careful managing we have 
been able to keep the expenses down. 
This has of course lessened the effi- 
ciency of the State Association but 
was unavoidable. The shortage of 
membership in the Association is evi- 
dently due to lack of canvassing by 
county clubs because we have found 
it is not difficult to secure members 
when they are asked and the true 
conception of the work of county clubs 
and State Association~is placed be- 
fore them. With all other lines of in- 
dustry organized, cooperating and 
working together, the Holstein breed- 
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ers of the state must taken an actiy, 
part in this direction if they succeed,

SOURING CREAM DOESN’T PAY 


Increased Test is Offset by Lower 
Weight, Poor Quality 


“It does not pay farmers to set their 
cream cans by the stove to induce 
souring,” emphatically declares Prof. 
M. Mortensen, head of the Dairy De- 
partment, Iowa State College, “despite 
the fact that some believe and have 
been advised that such procedure 
would raise the test and thus increase 
the cream check. Although setting the 
cream in a warm room or by the stove 
will increase the test somewhat be- 
cause of the evaporation that takes 
place, the increased test will be offset 
by the decreased weight of the cream 
and by the inferior quality that re- 
sults.” 

Professor Mortenson has been in- 
formed by many letters from various 
parts of the state that certain cream 
buyers were telling their patrons that 
they should keep the cream in a 
warm place where it would sour so 
that they would get a higher test. 
Such advice is very poor, Professor 
Mortensen points out, for the above 
reasons. 

“Cream exposed to heat while it is 
being held on the farm deteriorates 
very rapidly in quality,” says Profes- 
sor Mortensen, “and this means that 
the buttermaker cannot make so high 
a grade of butter. A lower grade of 
butter means a lower selling price for 
the butter which in turn means a low- 
er price that can be paid to the farm- 
er for his butterfat. The farmer who 
sours his cream purposely is cheating 
himself.’’—Better Iowa.

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Cow Testing Association Notes 





Holsteins certainly did themselves 
proud in the Oconomowoc-Hartland 
Cow Testing Association of Wau- 
kesha, Wisconsin, for the year just 
closed. The report shows that the five 
high herds were all Holsteins and the 
five high cows were also members of 
the Black and White breed. Herman 
Buth, of Oconomowoc, brought out 
the high herd, twelve purebreds aver- 
aging 11,357 lbs. milk., 420.4 lbs. fat. 
This is reported as the high average 
for Waukesha County as well as for 
this association. H. E. Dickinson has 
the second high herd, his twelve pure- 
bred Holsteins averaging 10,939 Ibs. 
milk, 383.3 Ibs. fat. Third high herd 
belongs to A. Finkler, thirteen pure- 
breds averaging 10,148 lbs. milk, 374 
lbs. fat. The fourth and fifth high 
herds averaged 350.1 lbs. and 337 Ibs. 
respectively. 

The high cow for the year is a 
four-year-old purebred Holstein mem- 
ber of the H. E. Dickinson herd. Her 
figures for the year are 18,474 Ibs. 
milk and 698.5 lbs. fat. This is also 
the high record for :925 in Waukesha 
County. A grade Holstein, owned by 
A. J. Cull, who had the fourth hi~ 
herd, was in second place. She is 
a seven-year-old and produced 18,408 
Ibs. milk, 650.3 Ibs. fat. This record 
is second high for 1925 in Waukesha 
County and her average for two 
years’ production exceeds that of any 
other cow in C. T. A. work in Wau- 
kesha County, her record for 1924 
being 651.5 lbs. fat. A member of the 
Buth herd was in third place with 
14,526 lbs. milk, 578.6 lbs. fat and the 
fifth high cow was also in this herd, 
her figures being 14,468 lbs. milk, 
516.8 Ibs. fat. Another grade was in 
fourth place with 16,252 lbs. milk, 
527.6 lbs. fat. She is owned by George 
Houk. 

A total of 271 cows finished the 
year’s work and averaged 7,836 lbs. 
milk, 294.2 lbs. fat. Eight herds out 
of twenty-five tested averaged over 
300 Ibs. fat.

L. A. Seath, owner of the Wave- 
land Farm Herd at Albert Lea, Minn., 
sends us a report of C. T. A. work 
in Freeborn County during January. 
Freeborn County breeders tested 329 
cows that made 40 lbs. or more fat. 
Of this number the Pioneer Associa- 
tion of that County has 194, the 
Southwest Freeborn 63 and the Lon- 
don-Shell-Rock 72. The Pioneer As- 
sociation, which is the oldest associa- 
tion in the state of Minnesota, had 
50 purebreds and 23 grades producing 
above the 40-lb. mark. Figures show 
that about half of the cows making 
the 40-lb. list were either purebred 
or grade Holsteins. The high cow in 
the county was a purebred Holstein 
owned by Oscar Johnson, of Clarks 
Grove, her figures being 92 lbs. fat.

An interesting report of work in 
Peoria County, Illinois, for February 
has been received from Frank A. 
Louis. This report shows that the 
six herds in this association, out of 
twenty-three, which show a “marked 


increase” in returns both in quantity 
and in value of the product above 
feed cost are the herds on which the 
feeds have been changed from an im- 
proper “conglomeration” to a balanced 
ration. M. M. Baker is credited with 
the two high fat producing cows dur- 
ing February. They are both pure- 
bred Holsteins and were milked three 
times daily. The leader produced 
2,226 lbs. milk, 80.1 lbs. fat and the 
second high cow made 2,346 lbs. milk, 
79.8 lbs. fat.

A total of 338 cows were tested in 
the Merrimack Valley C. T. A. of New 
Hampshire during January, of which 
55 were on Advanced Registry work. 
Nine of the ten high cows were Hol- 
steins and eight of the ten high herds 
were also Holsteins. W. P. Tenney 
of Chester, N. H., had the high herd 
and high cow. Maisie. a grade Hol- 
stein, led the association with 81.8 
lbs. fat, 1,903 lbs. milk. The average 
of the Tenney herd of nine cows was 
1,176 lbs. milk, 44.1 Ibs. fat. The 
second high cow was Seraphena Korn- 
dyke Creamelle, a cow being run on 
semi-official test. She produced 1,937 
Ibs. milk, 63.8 Ibs. fat during Febru- 
ary.

tion gets the ridicule of a community and there are many 
of them in just this predicament. 


Responsibility for failure is generally thrown upon 
the secretary. Sometimes it devolves upon another officer 
or a member. However, the secretary is seldom to blame. 
Most secretaries are earnest and faithful to an unusual 
degree. They go to any extremé to be of service and they 
are willing to work incessantly for the success of the 
association. Yet they are criticised and ridiculed by mem- 
bers until the work stops. Other officers than the secre- 
tary and even some active members may be subjected to 
the same treatment. How often have we heard “He killed 
the association.” The particular assassin referred to is 
generally the secretary but may be any one who is active. 
Viewing the matter from another angle, is it not an ab- 
surdity to presume that an organization of ten or one 
hundred men in a breed association is so feeble that one 
man can kill it? Such does not speak very highly for the 
ability or support of the other nine or ninety-nine men. 
If they possessed any degree of pride or responsibility one 
man could not perform such a feat. But such associations 
are generally false. The secretary may make a mistake. 
“To err is human” but one error does not kill a breeders’ 
organization, it merely constitutes an alibi for killing it. 
Members are generally ready to grasp the alibi and as 
soon as they do the association starts its demise. 


Criticism Bugbear of Breeders’ Association 
Criticism is the big bugbear of breeders’ associations. 
It undermines the active workers, it destroys the en- 
thusiasm of those who would work for fear they will be 
likewise criticised and it developes a harmful spirit among 


members: It has also another effect that is frequently un- 
recognized. A member may criticise the officers or other 
members. In so doing he expresses his prophecy that the 


venture will fail unless corrected. His influence is subtle 
and he does not accept a course of frank constructive 
criticism that would permit of changes if the suggestions 
were desirable. The change is not made and he rejoices 
in the failure that may come for it is a vindication of his 
profound judgment, a fulfillment of his prophecy. It is 
little wonder that associations find the going hard with 
such influences in operation. 


And now what can the members do to preserve their 
organization? They can give it their support. That is all 
that is necessary but support embodies a great deal. We 
may tabulate some of the features that comprise it. 

1. Make no criticisms of the secretary except directly 
to him. He wants to be of service and he will be if 
afforded the opportunity. His ideas and yours may vary 
but if they do it is likely that he is as nearly right as you 
are. If he is wrong let him know it and let him learn not 
through some one else but through you. 


2. Hold no grudge against the officers or directors of 
your association. They were elected into office by the 
members and are probably very capable. If they are not 
capable tell them so and proceed to select capable officers 
at the next meeting. Remember of course that you are 
not the only member who is able to serve efficientiv as an 
officer. 

3. If some other member has a better herd than yours 
admit it. Do not try to attribute all of his success and 
the publicity he receives to milking three or four times a 
day and to the use of a lot of feed. Envying him his 
ability in handling his herd will not help your cows. Try 
good care and feeding for a while yourself. Maybe your 
herd is the better if you let the cows provide it. If you do 
anything worth publishing it will be attended to. 

4. If a neighbor uses the association to advantage try 
to realize that it is his privilege. It is yours also. 

5. If the neighbor’s herd has abortion or if he gets 
some T. B. reactors or suffers other misfortune sympathize 
with him, don’t rejoice. 

6. If another member has a,family of cattle different 
from yours, remember that they may be just as good or 
better than yours. No family has a monopoly on all the 
merits or demerits of a breed. It is true you would both 
succeed to a far greater degree by working along the same 
line so try to get him to select his next herd sire from 
your family or select your next one from his. 

7. Attend the annual meeting and do something. 

a. Pay your dues. 

b. Commend the association if you have commenda- 
tion. 

ce. Criticise if you have criticism. 

d. Make suggestions but if they are not observed keep 
working. 

e. Insist upon the establishment of one or more 
definite objectives for the association to accomplish during 
the year. 

f. Try to elect the officers you think are capable. Do 
not subscribe to the selection of the old slate if a change 
is needed. 

8. Following the annual meeting maintain as much 
enthusiasm and determination as you exhibited there. 

a. Induce others to jcin and work. 

b. If the association program is to foster calf club 
work have your children and the neighbor’s children join. 
Sell them good calves if you can spare them. Calf clubs 
are a poor place to sell culls. 

ec. If cow testing associations are the objective join 
an association if possible. 

d. If the program is to foster your breed exhibit at 
the county fair, fit your good stuff and show it. Of course 
it will cost money but if your cattle are good the results 
are worth the effort. Above all things, don’t neglect to 
show and then tell everyone that you have better stuff at 
home than is at the fair. Such statements are hard to 
prove and such actions are hard to justify. 

e. Boost, don’t knock.

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Northwest News Notes 


By GEO. N. ANGELL. 


Every cow but four of the 40 high- 
est individuals in the Yakima County 
Cow Testing Association in 1925 was 
a Holstein, grade or purebred, and 
all four leaders of their respective 
classes were purebred Holsteins. A 
Guernsey ran fifth among the mature 
cows and Guernseys or Jerseys took 
second, third and fourth places among 
the two-year-olds, but otherwise it 
was straight black and white. The 
leading mature cow was a Holstein 
owned by Poynor & Seward that pro- 
duced 16,352 Ibs. of milk and 6501.1 
lbs. of fat in 333 days. Painted Rocks 
ranch (Lloyd Garretson & Son) had 
the leading four-year-old and the lead- 
ing two-year-old besides several in 
other classes, and H. C. Davis had the 
leading three-year-old, William Todd 
& Sons, George V. Harris, E. V. Tay- 
lor, E. F. Benson, J. F. Schreiner, 
Lewis & Huxtable, Glencliffe farm 
(S. E. Chaffee) and O. A. Seward are 
other association members whose 
Holstein cows are included in the list. 
The average of 324 cows tested for 
the year was 8,530 lbs. of milk and 
297.1 of fat.

A. J. Evers, president of the Wash- 
ington County (Oregon) Holstein 
Breeders’ association, was given a 
page or so of publicity in a recent 
number of Hoard’s Dairyman. Com- 
menting upon it at the annual meet- 
ing of the state association, President 
F. W. Durbin said that every word 
of it was true, and that “Bert” de- 
served all the praise bestowed. He 
added that he never knew a man to 
“shoot” straighter in a cattle deal, or 
to display greater sportsmanship in 
the show ring, than this young Hol- 
stein breeder of Forest Grove. 


& * 


With proper support from dairymen, 
and with continued financial backing 
like that given by the last legisla- 
ture, Dr. Robert Prior, state veteri- 
wnarian, hopes to clean up bovine tu- 
berculosis in Washington within the 
next five years, working under the 
area plan, by counties. The legisla- 
ture appropriated $100,000—more than 
ever before—for the balance of the 
fiscal year, enabling Dr. Prior to 
double his field force for testing, and 
it passed a law which makes tuber- 
culin testing compulsory in all coun- 
ties where owners of 50 per cent of 
the cattle have asked for it. Several 
counties already come under this limi- 
tation, and in these the campaign will 
be pressed with vigor. After they are 
‘cleaned up they will be quarantined, 
although no permit wil! be required to 
ship cattle from one clean county to 
another, and by this means it is ex- 
pected to cover the entire state, de- 
pendent upon an annual appropriation 
of $100,000 to be matched by federal 
funds. Indemnities remain the same, 
up to $25 for grades and $50 for pure- 
breds, but there is no assurance of in- 
demnities being paid indefinitely. Dr. 
Prior explained the situation at the 
annual meeting of the Washington 
Holstein-Friesian Assocfation, and 
was assured of its hearty support in 
his work. 


“A man has to raise his own feed 
to make any. profit in the dairy busi- 
ness, otherwise he is paying some- 
one else for effort he should be mak- 
ing,” said T. G. Young, Holstein breed- 
er of Lewis County. Young has 40 
acres under the plow near the county 
seat of Chehalis, runs a herd of about 
15 head, and while doing his own 
work raises nearly all the feed for 
them and for a small flock of poultry. 
He recently sold Billiwhack farms of 
Santa Paula, Calif., six head, all from 
the family of one cow that was born 
in 1915, that has freshened regularly 
every year since she was three years 
old, and that produced all heifer 
calves but three. The old cow and 
her newly born heifer calf were in- 
cluded in the transaction.

The city demand for four per cent 
milk and the system of paying for 
milk in proportion to the test, greater 
or less, is unjust to the farmer, in 
the opinion of T. J. Owens, Holstein 
breeder of Kirkland, Wash., who at 
the annual meeting of the state Hol- 
stein association of Chehalis renewed 
the fight started last year at Yakima 
for establishing 3.5 per cent as a per- 
fect score in the government card 
for city milk. Owens doubtless will 
be one of the Washington delegates 
to the annual meeting of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America in 
June, and he proposes to enlist the in- 
fluence of that body {n effecting re- 
form. He pointed out at the Chehalis 
meeting the inconsistency of Chief 
Larson’s stand that the score card 
might not be altered without recom- 
mendation of the American Dairy Sci- 
ence Association. The requirement 
was altered, he said, and now the situ- 
ation is worse than it was before, the 
fat requirement in Seattle, for ex- 
ample, being 3.8 per cent. Tom wants 
what he wants, and northwest Hol- 
stein breeders are not disposed to 
question his knowledge of the Seattle 
milk situation, which he has known 
intimately for lo, these many years.

An annual sale of purebred sires is 
the step held next advisable follow- 
ing the successful purebred sire cam- 
paign in Snohomish County, Washing- 
ton, and County Agent Arnold Smith 
estimates that 20 Holstein bulls up to 
10 months old and 25 of other breeds, 
would be required to make such a 
sale successful. There are not over 
three or four purebred bulls of that 
age for sale in the county, however, 
and a census of breeders at the state 
association meeting indicated that 
there might be some difficulty in find- 


ing them.

To function best, a system of test- 
ing purebred dairy cows should en- 
able the dairyman to test all of his 
cows rather than a few, under the 
supervision of disinterested parties 
and with some sort of check test,” 
said J. C. Knott, superintendent of of- 
ficial testing in Washington, at the 
annual meeting of Hoistein breeders 
at Chehalis in February. “It should 
carry some sort of certificate of 
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merit; the records should be Dub- 
lished, and it should be within finan. 
cial reach of practically all purebred 
breeders.” Knott was discussing the 
decline in official testing since 1929 
a decline which has been less sharp 
in the northwest than in some eastern 
states but which has reduced the num- 
ber of Holstein herds, for example, on 
official test in Washington from an 
average of 28 per month in 1922 to 
seven in January, 1926. “There ig no 
question,” he said, “but that officia) 
testing as now conducted has seryeg 
and is serving well in determining the 
transmission of milk production, but 
the problem is to induce more breed. 
ers to test. A possible solution lies 
in the adoption by all breeds of the 
herd test plan now being tried by the 
Ayrshire breed, a plan which go far 
no Northwest Ayrshire breeder has 
adopted.

Directors of the Washington Aggo- 
ciation make up the sale committee 
for this year, and they will work both 
on the Portland sale, to be managed 
probably in cooperation with the Ore. 
gon and Idaho Associations, and on 
state sales, of which two are wanted. 
There is some talk also of holding one 
of these at the time of the next an- 
nual meeting at Auburn.

A combination of dairying with Hol- 
steins and careful soil management, 
which includes a regular rotation of 
crops on their 144-acre farm in Colum- 
bia County, has proved extremely 
profitable to Jacob Hammer & Sons 
of Deer Island, Oregon, who last fall 
produced what expert judges said was 
the largest potato crop in the county 
and the best all-round and _ second 
largest Burbank seed potato crop in 
the state. They took more than 1,900 
sacks (four carloads) of spuds from a 
10-acre field, and there were 1,600 
sacks of well graded ‘seed potatoes, 
for which they had refused $5,000, in 
their cellar December 10. Ordinarily, 
the Hammers figure on paying their 
running expenses from sales of but- 
terfat, and on taking their profit from 
potatoes, which they have been grow- 
ing for 30 or 35 years. This year their 
profit will be large, for there is every 
indication that their crop will be 
worth at least half as much again as 
the figure mentioned above, before 
they are willing to let it go. 


On the farm at Warren where they 
lived before moving to Deer Island, 
the Hammers usually planted about 35 
acres of potatoes, but they found that 
10 or 15 acres well cared for will show 
just as much profit as 35. From cer- 
tified Burbank seed, secured in Wash- 
ington several years ago, they have 
been building up their stock through 
hand digging and hill selection until 
seed from it was among the highest 
yielding in the state college test plots, 
yielding three or four times as much 
as some of the Minnesota seed that 
was tested. It passed for standard the 
veny first year, and for certified the 
second, and last fall was the fourth 
time they hill selected. “They are 
good farmers,” said E. R. Jackman, 
extension crop specialist. “Go there 
im summer and you'll find scarcely a 
weed on the place. By thoroughly cul- 
tivating their potato, beet and corn 
crops, and by using manure, they have 
no trouble whatever raising clover 
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for hay where many are unable to 
row it, and their regular rotation 


jnsures long life to their plan.” 

The Holstein herd is one of about 
40 registered animals, leased for four 
years from Dr. J. G. Beattie of North 
Portland, on a basis of all the milk 
and half the increase. It is headed 
by Don Carlos Matador, a four-year- 
old son of Segis Walker Matador, the 
former Carnation herd sire. The 
pull’s dam has a good record and 
three full sisters; each have produced 
over 1,000 Ibs. of butter in a year. 
A young bull by John L. Smith’s fa- 
mous sire recently was added to the 
herd. 

Jacob Hammer, the head of the fam- 
ily, came to this country from. Ger- 
many. The farm labor problem is 
simplified by the fact that there are 
four sons, John J., William, Theodore 
and Karl, all of whom take an active 
part in running the 100 acres of 
cleared land. A log cabin 45 or 50 
years old still is used as the famiiy 
residence, but a new house for Karl, 
wh? was about to. be married, was 
building in December, and one for the 
rest of the family was in prospect. It 
would seem that the year’s profit from 
potatoes ought to build a pretty good 
one,

herd of 70 Holsteins on the farm of 
Mr. and Mrs. R. T. Davis, six miles 
from Weiser, Idaho, and although she 
is ah exceptionally fine cow, she is 
a sort of “horrible example” of why 
the Davises decided once and for all 
that purebreds pay the best. Net 
cash returns from her in a single 
year, after all expenses of feed and 
care were deducted were $36, yet this 
is by far the lowest net profit realized 
by the Davises on any of the cows in 
their herd last year. The average yield 
of butterfat per cow for more than 
30 which are milked regularly was 
428.9 Ibs. in 1924, and a net profit 
from several cows, above cost of feed, 
averaged $251.08. 

One of several outstanding pure- 
breds is Ononis Rag Apple McKinley, 
Idaho state record holder among jun- 
ior two-year-olds for 305 days, with a 
record of 446.64 lbs. of fat. This rec- 
ord was made in 1923. The following 
year she produced 613.29 Ibs. as a 
three-year-old, and she is going strong 
now on an 800-lb. record. The herd 
sire is Teton Sir Segis. 

There are two silos with a capacity 
of 220 tons of ensilage, and 25 or 30 
acres of corn are grown each year to 
fill the silos and for feeding, besides 
125 to 150 tons of hay and a large 
crop of barley, which furnishes feed 
for cows, pigs and chickens, the lat- 
ter'a side line in which Mrs. Davis 
and four daughters are particularly 
interested. A married son lives on 
an adjoining farm and handles a num- 
ber of Holsteins, giving his father 
more time for his work as president 
of the Idaho Dairymen’s Association, 
of the Idaho Holstein Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, and of the Weiser Valley 
Dairymen’s Association.

The dam of Dutchland Colantha 
Champion is a daughter of Dutchland 
Sir Pietertje Hengerveld, a son of 
Changeling and Pietertje Henger- 
veld’s Count De Kol. Changeling was 
distinguished as the first cow to pro- 
duce 100 lbs. milk in a day and have 
a daughter produce more than she did. 
Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, 
a full brother in blood to Henger- 
veld De Kol, for years bore the dis- 
tinction of having more daughters 
that milked over 100 lbs. milk in a 
day on official test than any other 
sire. He appears on pages 16 and 40 
in “Holstein-Friesian Foundations” 
in the stories of the De Kol 2d and 
Netherland Hengerveld families. The 
dam of Colantha Johanna Champion 
made 30.9 lbs. butter in a week and 
I believe she was handicapped in los- 
ing one quarter before making that 
record. The second:-dam also made 
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30.9 Ibs. and at 5 yrs., 1 mo., 16 das 
made 946.71 Ibs. butter and 21,2398 
Ibs. milk in a year, a world’s record 
at the time. The third dam is Ready 
Change, the best daughter of Pop. 
tiac Butter Boy. She has records of 
31.16 lbs. butter and 720.4 Ibs. mil, 
in 7 days, 129.2 lbs. butter and 3.0699 
Ibs. milk in 30 days. She is a daugh- 
ter of the 29.2-lb. cow, Changeling 
and with her make the combination 
mentioned in the forepart of this 
paragraph.

ter and 22,829.2 lbs. milk in 358 days,

ANOTHER 34-POUND DAUGHTER 
FOR AVON PONTIAC ECHO 


Milking 80 pounds today—testing 
steadily 4.9%—gaining daily in milk 
production—first 7 days, 34.3 pounds 
of butter. 

That, in brief, is the mesage from 
the test barn at Carnation Milk Farms 
this morning concerning the four- 
year-old heifer, Avon Echo Viola. 

This four-year-old daughter of Avon 
Pontiac Echo freshened February 19th 
with a splendid bull calf sired by Sir 
Inka May. 

She is one of the three most per- 
sistent producing daughters of Avon 
Pontiac Echo, his most promising 
young daughter, and a heifer whose 
offspring have been good enough to 
win in the show ring. 


Avon Echo Viola made 26 pounds 
of butter from 371 pounds of milk as 
a junior two-year-old; 31.74 pounds of 
butter from 535.9 pounds of milk as 
a senior three-year-old, and now as a 
senior four-year-old she has made 34.3 
pounds of butter from 560 pounds of 
milk in the first 7 days. 

Her first calf was a heifer born 
September 24, 1923, and sired by Bur- 
ton. This heifer is one of Burton's 
show daughters. Her second calf was 
also a heifer, born November 26, 1924. 
This was another daughter of Burton 
and is developing into one of Bur- 


ton’s best. This third calf, born Feb- ° 


ruary 19th, sired by Sir Inka May, is 
a bull, exceptionally large and very 
attractive. 

It is of particular interest to note 
that since freshening this time, Avon 
Echo Viola has been milked by Er 
nest Onnink, a young man who never 
before milked a test cow, and had 
been at Carnation Milk Farms but 4 
few days when Viola started on test. 

Avon Echo Viola is the fifth daugh- 
ter of Avon Pontiac Echo to make 4 
record of more than 34 pounds of 
butter in 7 days, and her record is 
the seventh of more than 34 pounds 
to be made by an Avon daughter. 
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This brings us to the announce- 
ment made by Superintendent Gard- 
ner on February 8, 1926, that Eco- 
Sylv Bell Pietje, one of the older 
daughters of Avon Pontiac Echo 
owned by Carl E. Schmidt of Oscoda, 
Michigan, has completed her third 
record above 41 pounds, this time 
making 580.9 pounds of milk contain- 
ing 41.48 pounds of butter as a 6-year- 
old. This daughter of Avon is the 
frst cow of any age to make three 
such records and in fact the only cow 
that has ever produced over 40 Ibs. 
each time for three successive lac- 
tations. 

Avon Echo Daisy with an average 
of over 90 pounds a day since the 
middle of November when she drop- 
ped a bull calf sired by Burton Har- 
tog De Kol Ormsby, is one of the 
most interesting of Avon’s young 
daughters now in the Carnation test 
barn. This 4-year-old has made two 
records over 30 pounds and is one of 
the four daughters of Avon Pontiac 
Echo that has an official record of 
over 700 pounds of milk in 7 


7 days. 

Carnation Echo Aneta, a 23-pound 
junior 2-year-old daughter of Avon 
Pontiac Echo, was put out on pasture 
in May, 1925, where she remained 
night and day until late in November 
1925, never being in the barn except 
the two times each day when she was 
milked. A large part of this time 
she had no feed except pasture, and 
when pasture became short late in 
the fail she had cornstalks with the 
ears left on. Only during the very 
first part of the milking period and 
the very last part did she receive a 
grain ration. Under those circum- 
stances she produced 19,816.9 lbs. of 
milk—and this was, you remember, on 
twice-a-day milking. 


Avon Pontiac Echo’s’ daughters 
have now made 23 records above 30 
pounds, 17 records above 31 pounds, 
12 records above 32 pounds and 8 


records above 34 pounds. 

A number of his daughters have 
made records above 29 pounds, so 
that 35 of his daughters average over 
30 pounds of butter in 7 days. 

Four of his oldest daughters, Ray- 
mondale Abbekerk De Kol, Abbekerk 
Pontiac Raymondale, Lynn River 
Sylvia Nina and Eco Sylv. Belle Pietje 
have each made at least two 7-day rec- 
ords since they were three-year-olds, 


a total for the four of ten records. 
These ten records made by these 
four Avon daughters average 35.79 


pounds of butter in 7 days. 


DETROIT CREAMERY COMPLETES 
FINE RECORDS 


A remarkably fine lot of records on 
Detroit Creamery Farms is reported 
by Supt. J. E. McWilliams in a recent 
letter.

Bess Ormsby Queen Glen, 
a 27-Ib. four-year-old daughter of their 
Senior herd sire, Sir Hengerveld Piet- 
ertje Ormsby, just missed the 1,100-Ib. 
mark with 1,097.20 lbs. butter, 25,236.4 
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lbs. milk. Swastika Ona Colantha, an- 
other four-year-old, has 1,062.04 Ibs. 
butter, 25,099.4 lbs. milk. She is one 
of their consignment to the Brent- 
wood Sale. She is a granddaughter of 
King Ona and made a 7-day record of 
25.18 lbs. at the begining of this lac- 
tation. Lady Mechthilde Segis Pon- 
tiac, who made 852.68 lbs. butter, 
19,705.3 lbs. milk in 305 days, is a 
four-year-old daughter of King Segis 
Pontiac Count. Another granddaugh- 
ter of King Ona heads the splendid 
list of short-time records reported, 
this being Swastika Ona Segis, who 
made 35.71 lbs. in 7 days as a junior 
four-year-old. The list also inciudes 
two daughters of Ambasador Fobes, 
the famous son of Sir P. O. M. 37th 
and Wisconsin Fobes heading this 
herd. A. F. Olathe, as a junior two- 
year-old, made 23.30 lbs. butter, 370.9 
Ibs. milk, and Jewel Ormsby Fobes, 
also a junior two-year-old, made 21.08 
lbs. butter, 326.4 lbs. milk. These re- 
sults are especially pleasing to those 
who have watched the development of 
this great herd during recent years.

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HOSPITAL COW WINS DOUBLE 
RECORD HONOR 


Announcement was made last 
month by Supt. Gardner of the 1,000- 
lb. fat record on Beauty Jewel Jo- 
hanna 462417, owned by Northern 
State Hospital, Sedro Woolley, Wash- 
ington. Her figures were 29,775.9 
Ibs. milk containing 1,055.57 lbs. fat, 
equivalent to 1,319.46 lbs. butter. 

We are now advised by Fred L. 
Holz, herdsman at this’ institution, 
that Beauty Jewel Johanna has fresh- 
ened in time to qualify for a ten- 
months’ record in this same _ lacta- 
tion. While he does not give the fig- 
ures for the ten months’ production, 
he states that it surpasses her near- 
est rival for both milk and fat for 
the. honor of the state championship 
of Washington. Another honor that 
goes with this performance is the fact 
that her yearly record is the highest 
of the breed where the calving re- 
quirement is met to qualify for a 
double record. In other words, no 
cow freshening soon enough to qual- 
ify for a ten-months’ record has yet 
produced as much fat in 365 days of 
that same lactation as Beauty Jewel 
Johanna. Mr. Holz promises a pic- 
ture of the cow for early. publication. 

In view of the distinguished honors 
won by Beauty Jewel Johanna, the 
following statement regarding the 
cow and her care and handling during 
test by Mr. Holz is of special inter- 
est. We are glad to quote from his 
letter: 

“Beauty Jewel Johanna is a large 
cow and has a great capacity for 
roughage feed and is also a good 
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grain eater. Although we have never 
had her weighed, I would judge she 
would weigh over 1,800 Ibs. in fair 
flesh. 

“Beauty’s biggest point in her favor 
is her consistency to handle large 
quantities of feed over a long period 
of time. During the last two years, 
while she was run on official test, 
to my knowledge she was only com- 
pletely off feed once. Another note- 
worthy fact is that Beauty has only 
been dry ten weeks in the last three 
lactation periods. 


“During the time she was dry she 


was fed a fitting ration of oats, corn, , 


bran, oilmeal, and cocoanut meal 
along with all the alfalfa hay she 
cared to consume. 

“After freshening, her grain ration 
consisted of oats, barley, bran, oil- 
meal, cocoanut meal, a smal! amount 
of soy bean meal and cottonseed meal. 
Along with her grain ration, she re- 
ceived mangles at the rate of 60 lbs. 
per day in their season, and during 
the summer months, beet pulp was 
substituted. Molasses was used on 
the beet pulp. She received all the 
alfalfa hay she wanted. 

“During her recent record, Beauty 
had access to exercise almost every 
day. She ran out with our other 
test cows and was only kept in the 
barn on stormy days. Owing to the 
fact that we had an unusual year for 
large flies, we were forced to keep 
her inside during some of our warm- 
est weather. During this period she 
showed the greatest drop in produc- 
tion.

DAKOTA STATE RECORDS 

The Yankton State Hospital ap. 
nounces two more state records, both 
made by the same cow, Yankton (po. 
lantha Korndyke Ormsby, 830277. 
This wonderful young cow freshened 
as a senior two-year-old and pro. 
duced on 7-day official test the amount 
of 669.3 lbs. of milk containing 2814 
Ibs. of butter. 

She displaces Clothilde Belle Vee. 
man, 594305, who produced 421.2 Ibs. 
of milk containing 27.99 Ibs. of but- 
ter for her owner, F. E. Johnson of 
Hetland, (in butter class and Lyons 
Homestead Rue, 714236, owned by the 
South Dakota State Penitentiary, who 
surpassed the Johnson cow for milk 
by producing 506.3 lbs. of milk con- 
taining 24.13 lbs. of butter. 

In the 30-day division, Yankton Co- 
lantha Korndyke Ormsby produced, 
on official test, the amount of 2,834.8 
Ibs. of milk containing 110.83 lbs. of 
butter, displacing that famous cow, 
Redfield Segis Johanna, 735950, owned 
by the State School & Home for 
Feeble-Minded at Redfield, whose pro- 
duction of 2,004.2 lbs. of milk con- 
taining 106.24 lbs. of butter has stood 
for some time. The milk record of 
the Yankton cow is only surpassed in 
this state in this divisfon by College 
Belle Wayne, who produced 3,338.1 
lbs. of milk at the age of 5 years. 

These records give Yankton Colan- 
tha Korndyke Ormsby high rank in 
her class, particularly for milk pro- 
duction. Only three senior 2-year-olds 
have surpassed her 30-day milk rec- 
ord, these being the present world’s 
champions, Ohio Maudine Ormsby 
(3,139.8 lbs.) and the former cham- 
pions, Eco Sylv Mechthilde (3,092.1 
Ibs.) and De Kol Paul Cornucopia 
(2,836.5 Ibs.). Only six heifers in her 
class have exceeded her 7-day milk 
record, and of these only four have 
equalled her butter production. 

The champion is a paternal sister 
to the world’s champion yearling for 
combined milk and butter production, 
Yankton Gerbern Rue Korndyke 24, 
being sired by King Colantha Ormsby 
Bess 11th, 307506. She has a full 
sister in the herd and a daughter.

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The Joy of Living 


By FRANKLIN N. STRICKLAND. 


Ever stop to think how much odor 
and taste add to the joy of living? 
Probably not. Usually the most com- 
monplace things, the objects neare-t 
ys are overlooked—because they are 
really too close to us; subconsciously 
we have looked over them and be- 
yond. Steady, everyday use causes us 
to accept, without thought of, or 
eredit for many objects and things. 

Take milk for instance. What gives 
it its sweet, delectable flavor? Or 
ice cream. What is there about it 
that gives it the fine, wholesome, sat- 
isfying taste, no matter what foreign 
favor may have been added to it. Or 
putter—fresh churned, June grass 


putter? 

Its cream—the purest flavored, best 
tasting edible fat known to man; the 
most delectable fat—found only in 
fresh, sweet milk. 

Let me state in bold, black faced 
type, there is no substitute for milk 
or butterfat. This being so, we may 
further add, there are no substitutes 
for dairy products. Not merely that 
they are superior in quality of this 
wonderfully palatable fat, but for the 
superior quality of the protein, and 
the most favorably balanced propor- 
tions of milk sugar, and the ideal 
combination of mineral salts so neces- 
sary to build bone, to maintain the 
proper density of the blood serum, 
and to place the life-carrying element 
in the blood, hemoglobin, but also 
carries greater proportions of vita- 
mines in palatable form than is found 
in any other food. 

Substitutes: Might just as well coin 
or print our own money, then say to 
everyone, “here, exchange with me; 
my money is just as good as the gov- 
ernment’s; made from as good paper; 
printed on as good a press, and by 
Union Labor. My coins are metals 
as useful as the gold and silver of the 
U. S. Mint; the alloy is a special com- 
pound; it looks so much like silver 
or gold that it ought to satisfy every- 
one; in fact, so much so, that if I 
wished I could say nothing as to its 
composition—and many would accept 
and circulate it freely until someone 
recognized it and then exclaimed, 
‘Why, this isn’t money’.” (So much 
for appearances.) “But I am honest. 
I'm telling you just what my money 
is. It’s not a counterfeit of our Na- 
tional money. It’s not even of the 
same composition at all, but it looks 
just as well; though different, the en- 
gravings are just as fine, the heads on 
the coins are as beautifully designed 
a8 On any coin of the realm; each bill 
or each coin plainly states that it ‘is 
good for the equivalent of $1.00, or 
denominations or multiples of this 
amount in trade.’ There is no decep- 
tion about this whatsoever.” 

_ The point is this. Is this imita- 
tion money adapted to commercial 
barter and exchange? Who delivers 
the real payment when the last per- 
son receiving the imitation money, 
doesn’t want to exchange, but de- 
mands payment? Again some of this 
Substitute (?) money falls into hands, 
the owners of which recognizing the 
close appearance to real money, pro- 
ceeds to pass it “in the dark,” or to 


work it off on the ignorant in the 
broad light of day. It then becomes 
a counterfeit. 


Let’s see. Just where did I get 
this thought? Oh,—I know; from the 
Holstein-Friesian World, the Holstein- 
Friesian Register and the Dairy 
Farmer in recent issues. These dairy 
journals and others are up in arms 
over a perfectly simple, little thing 
as a letter sent by the secretary of 
the association representing the 
manufacturers of oleomargarine to a 
little, but too independent creamery 
association in the state of Washing- 
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on. Why take this thing so seriously? 
—this oleomargarine? Isn’t it quite 
like “imitation money” just outlined? 
What if they do succeed—because of 
appearance only (I quote from some- 
one, “appearances are deceitful’), in 
roping in some farmer who produces 
milk, sells his butterfat and then buys 
oleo to feed his family. 


I wish that there was a comparison 
between butter and oleomargarine— 
but there isn’t. However, there is 
another way around. Being a labora- 
tory man I am given to trying experi- 
ments; let’s make experimental tests 
here, now. We'll go out and buy a 
hunk of fine creamery butter, a brick 
of oleomargarine, and a slab of nut- 
margarine. Now we’re home again; 
unwrap them; look at them; never 
mind any chemical differences, simple,

First, these tests are to embody the 
uses of the five senses, or such of 
their number as we may desire as we 
progress with the work. These three 
fat compounds positively will be found 
to respond to everyone of the five 
senses. Pardon me—I am somewhat 
embarrassed to recall to your mind 
what these five senses are, but hav- 
ing a “taste” for this sort of thing 
I “feel” as though you will “see” the 
difference in “smell,” because they 
are so very apparent, just as readily 
as you “hear” me speaking now. Sure. 
That’s right—seeing, feeling, hearing, 
smelling, tasting. “You admit that 
four of the senses come readily into 
play in making these tests on these 
products, but are lost as to how they 
may be heard.” Sure. Seeing and 
hearing does come in. The way they 
melt, get hot, sizzle and_ spatter, 
proves entirely different appearance 
and sound in the frying pan from each 
other. It’s a fact: try it. But let’s 
rather confine ourselves to odor and 
taste of these three products. We 
will admit that in appearance they 
are similar, because practically the 
same coloring matter is in each. 

ODOR 


The Nut Margarine, frequently 
called ‘“nut-butter,”’ presumably  be- 
cause some are “nutty” enough to 
think it’s butter. Smell it; flat, in- 
sipid, almost odorless to the sense of 
smell. Now heat it, slowly, then good 
and hot. No further development of 
odors; still flat. 

The Oleomargarine. Rather strong, 
aromatic, and saponaceous. Who 
could mistake this for butter? Some- 
thing rather familiar you say? What 
is it? Where have I smelled that 
odor? Not particularly agreeable or 
pleasant is it? Heat it; sickening 
odor of grease, like melted tallow 
when dad used to grease his cow- 
hide boots years ago. I’ve got it. 
That smell comes back to me from 
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“yellow soap” days. Palm soap—re- 
member it? Yes, that’s it. One sure 
has to be educated to like that stuff— 
if one does like it. The hotter you 
heat it, the less favorably it smells. 


The Butter. What a difference. 


Clean, appetizing and _ delectable 
odor. Nothing else like it in all 
the world. It’s an invitation to bite 


off' and eat it in chunks. Now we 
melt it; its delicate, highly volatile 
odors are greatly intensified. Now 
comes the supreme test so far as odor 
is concerned. Let’s heat the melted 
portions of these three fats gradually 
until finally their combustion point is 
reached, and each bursts into flame. 
Results: 


The Nut Margarine. There is no 
appealing odor developed, but at the 
end a dense, ill-smelling, suffocating 
smoke, except for a moment we get 
the odor of coconut grease ablaze. 

The Oleomargarine. At first, the more 
volatile fatty acids of the small per- 
centage of butter employed in the 
product, is given off and the odor 
seems satisfactory for the moment. 
But what a pity to spoil such perfect- 
ly good butter by associating it with 
such company of foreign fats. Now 
it gets hotter; sizzles crazily, gives 
off nauseous tellow fat odors, and 
the cheap grease spits, spatters and 
snarls so vexedly, spattering all over 
the stove top, just in imitation of a 
wrong-doer being found out. Finally 
it bursts into fiame, when strong 
stenches of pure rendering grease- 
like fat assails our nostrils and of- 
fends them. 

The Butter. As the heat increases 
so does the delectable odor corres- 
pondingly arise to stimulate the sens- 
ory nerves registering smell, to the 
highest peak, causing an intense pang 
of hunger just as did those fresh 
baked sugar and cream’ cookies 
mother used to make when we were 
hearty, eating kids. The melted but- 
terfat is getting hotter; is now 
asmoke and giving off even more de- 
lectable odors, so much so that a new-

I challenge anyone to submit any 
fat or combination of fats that hag 
so agreeable, delectable and appetiz. 
ing an odor, as that of scorcheg 
wholesome milk fat. 

Gosh, but I’m so hungry right now 
I simply can’t go on with the compari. 
son of tastes of these three products, 
The smell of that good butter has 
spoiled my “forced appetite” for either 
oleomargarine or nut-margarine, 

What, mother, you’ve got a tin of 
cream-soda biscuits baking in the oven? 
Great Scott, man, sit down and wait. 
T’ll get the milk. Ma. where’s the 
honey to go with the biscuits, butter, 
and milk? TI’ll say that that fellow 
speaking in the Bible about some 
place being golden, with Milk 
and Honey and Honey Blest, knew 
what he was talking about. No oleo- 
margarine them days. IV’ll bet. Kx. 
cuse me. I’m ready to eat “Jerusa- 
lem Golden Stuff.’ I won’t have time 
to experiment with flavor and taste 
of all three. I'll just tackle the butter 
on these piping hot biscuits. Believe 
me, I know, but if you want to know 
for your own sweet, lonesome, tackle 
those margarines—but I'll. gamble you 
won’t get far, for you’ll find them just 
the same as they smelled—only the 
taste is far worse. 

Dip hot biscuit in melted nut-mar- 
garine, and in oleomargarine. then 
start fresh only using butter. You'll 
taste the difference. Fry eggs in 
melted butter: add bacon or ham if 
vou want to, then do the very same 
thing only using the oleos in place 
of the butter. Have the wife make 
some sugar cookies—say three lots— 
one batch each with butter, oleomar- 
garine and the nut margarine. Is 
there a difference? You've said it. 

Try oleos in making butterscotch 
candy; apple butter, or a mixture of 
maple sugar with them—then do the 
same with real butter, just like you 
make maple-butter for those hot flap- 
jacks. I’ll rest. After these trials if 
you don’t agree that there is no sub- 
stitute for butter (or for dairy prod- 
ucts), I shall have to conclude as my 
opinion, you are one who leaves his 
farm tools out in the weather, has 
barn doors off their hinges, lets the 
wife care for the poultry while you 
keep the money, and boast the owner- 
ship of a scrub bull if vou are in the 
scientific profession of dairying.

The committee consists of Henry N. 
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roposed and tentatively approved for 
another and larger conference to 
which representatives of all branches 
of the dairy industry should be in- 
yited, at which the work of the De- 
artment could be explained in a more 
detailed and complete way. 

The committee found the depart- 
ment carrying on a large amount of 
work, most of it of fundamentally im- 
portant character, which they felt 
should be much more generally known 
and understood by the industry. So 
much of interest was found that the 
committee itself did not complete the 
inspection and is to return and spend 
a day or two more in its preliminary 
work, before beginning to consider 
what changes, or additions may be 
recommended. 

“The work which we found in prog- 
ress here is far more detailed and 
important than the men in the indus- 
try generally understand. I am con- 
yinced of this by this very brief 
survey,’ said Mr. Henry N. Woolman, 
chairman of the committee. “I think 
the very first and most important 
thing we can do is’°to recommend to 
the industry and all of its organiza- 
tions, that there should be a big con- 
ference in the department at an early 
date, where all of the work for the 
dairy industry can be explained in as 
complete a way as time will permit, 
for the information of every branch 
of the industry. We have asked the 
two bureaus chiefly interested to plan 
for such a conference, and we will 
seek to have the plans carried out in 
the near future.”

DON’T BE A WEAK MEMBER 


Earl Weaver, head of the dairy hus- 
bandry department, Iowa State Col- 
lege, has said a thing or two about 
member support of dairy cattle breed 
‘associations that we think worth re- 
peating. These are as follows: 


“Make no criticims of the secre- 
tary of your association except di- 
rectly to him. If he is wrong let him 
know it and let him learn not through 
someone else but through you. 


“If some other member has a better 
herd than yours, admit it. Do not try 
to attribute all of his success and the 
publicity he receives to milking three 
or four times a day and to the use of 
alot of feed. Envying him his ability 
in handling his herd will not help your 
cows. Try good care and feeding for 
awhile yourself. Maybe your herd is 
the better if you let the cows prove it. 
If you do anything worth publishing 
it will be attended to. 


“If the association program is to 
foster calf club work, have your chil- 
dren and the neighbor’s join. Sell 
them good calves if you can spare 
them. Calf clubs are poor places to 
sell scrubs.

“If the program is to foster your 
breed exhibit at the county fair, fit 
your good animals and show them. 
Above all things don’t neglect to show 
and afterwards tell everyone you had
